We distributed 
information on the March and sponsored busses to the March 
from the Lehigh Valley. When people returned from the March, 
filled with excitement and enthusiasm, we all decided the Lehigh 
Valley needs a special event for our Gay and Lesbian community 
and so the Pride Festival was born. 

Our official name is: PRIDE OF THE LEHIGH VALLEY: LESBIANS, 
GAYS AND BISEXUALS TOGETHER, Inc. PRIDE is an incorporated 
organization in the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania. PRIDE is 
comprised of a general membership and an executive board of 
6 people.

PRIDE of the Lehigh Valley is a member of "The 
International Association of Pride Festival Organizers."
